Proclamation Issued by U. S. 
Army Chief States That 
Stay of Our Troops Will 
Not Be Unduly Long.

LUXEMBURG, Thursday, Nov. 21. 
Gen. Pershing entered the city of 
Luxemburg this afternoon ahead of 
his troops. The American command- 
er was greeted by thousands of 
cheering Luxemburgers and with the 
blowing of sirens and the ringing of 
church and school bells. The Eight- 
eenth Infantry of the First Division 
were the first American troops to en- 
ter the city. 

The Americans were greeted by 
thousands of civilians who lined all 
the streets thrcugh which the troops 
marched. School children tossed 
flowers in thefr pathway and each 
soldier was presented with a bou- 
quet of chrysanthemums. 

Gen. Parker's visit to Premier 
Emil Reuter and his presentation to 
the members of the Cabinet brought 
the assurance that the Government 
was in thorough accord with the 
Americans. There was evident a 
spirit of heartfelt relief that the Ger- 
™mans had gone. 

’ War Spirit Broken. 

It was arranged that the Minis- 
ters of State and the municipal) au- 
thorities should continue their func- 
tions, the American part in affairs 
betmg nothing more than to make of 
Luxemburg a link in the lines of 
communication and to stand pre- 
pared to maintain order. 

When the Germans left the city of 
Luxemburg, Parker stood on an em- 
bankment watching them. A Ger- 
man General mounted on a big white 
horse, far below but not many blocks 
distant, viewed the same movement. 
The troops filed past the German 
commander rapidly, the men appar- 
ently being in the best of humor. A 
band was playmeg and the scene re- 
sembled peace time mnaneuvers rath- 
er than the movements of war. The 
discipline of the men was not broken 
enough to interfere with the keeping 
up of a military march, but it was 
evident that the spirit of the Ger- 
mans was far from that which makes 
for war. 

The people of Luxemburg made 
elaborate preparation to receive the 
Americans. Almost every building 
flew the Luxemburg flag, with here 
and there an American banner, and 
every once in a while a picture of 
President Wilson could be seen, al- 
most always coupled with that of 
Marshal Foch. 

Some 40 societies had made plans 
to participate in the parade of the 
Americans, and late Wednesday night 
a band was heard in a last rehearsal 
of the music it expected to play to- 
day. The keenest interest was man- 
ifested by the civilians, who eagerly 
questioned every American as to 
the route and exact time of the 
The citizens 
raked up schoolbook English, which 
they used freely on everyone wear- 
ing khaki. 

Proclamation by Pershing. 

Pershing issued a proclamation 
shortly after the entry of the Amer- 
icans, which said: 

“After the four years of violation 
of your territory the Grand Duchy of 
Luxemburg has happily been liber- 
ated. Your liberation from German 
occupation has been demanded of 
the invaders by the armies of the 
Americans and the allies as one of 
the conditions of the present armis- 
tice. It becomes necessary now for 
the American troops to pass through 
the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg and 
to establish and maintain for a cer- 
tain time lines of communication. 

“The American troops have come 
into the grand duchy of Luxemburg 
as friends and shall rigorously con-

Rhenish Republic and Separate

LONDON, Nov. 23.—The chaotic 
political conditions in Germany are 
emphasized in reports received here 
from Amsterdam and Copenhagen, 
purporting to reproduce direct tele- 
grams from Germany. 

There is a sharp divergency of 
opinion in regard to the makeup of 
the new Germany.

Loges. He had a piece of rope for 
a shelter tent in his pocket and the 
Germans pretended to think it was 
intended for use in hanging Ger- 
mans and they threatened to shoot 
him. 

Corp. John Powell of Campbells- 
ville, Ky., a cook in Col. Roosevelt's 
regiment, the Twenty-sixth Infantry, 
was captured while out trying to 
shoot duck for the officers’ mess. He 
gave expert testimony of the food 
the captured Americans ate. 

“Two hundred of us never had 
enough food to feed a platoon,” he 
said. 

Once a day the prisoners were giv- 
en horse meat, animals that died on 
the road. This meat was often taint- 
ed. The rest of the time they ate 
barley soup and cabbage soup that 
was mostly water, with a piece of 
black bread three inches square. 
They received German tobacco which 
was\composed of leaves and twigs; 
though the front line troops got ci- 
gars and cigarettes costing 5 cents 
apiece. 

Walter Vanselow of Pittsburg had 
to hike 20 miles on bread and water, 
but stood it so well that the Germans 
said: 

‘The Amerikaners are the best 
fighters of all.” 


Freed Britons Reaching Lines Said | 
| broadsides on them from either side, 


to Be in Sad Plight.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—Pitiable con- 
ditions among British prisoners of 
war who have been liberated by the 
Germans since the signing of the 
armistice are described by Reuter’s 
correspondent at French headquar- 


| ters. Thousands of these men, most- 
ily British, are entering France daily. 


The correspondent writes: 

“T have ever seen human beings 
in such a state of raggedess, hunger 
and misery. When the camp at TFor- 
bach, 38 miles east of Metz, as well 
as those elsewhere, was broken up, 
the prisoners, most of whom were 
captured during the March offensive, 
were told to clear out and seek help 
from their allies. 

“They started to walk the fifty or 
sixty miles to the allted lines, but 
were given neither food nor money. 
They were in shameful rags, the 
soles dropping off their boots. Some 
wore clogs and no socks. 


“They left the prison camps in 


| droves of hunéreds in charge of Cer- 


man officers and soldiers who had 
deserted. The weather was very cold 
and many died by the roadside with- 
in a few miles from friends. When 
the survivors entered the French 
lines, French soldiers, who were har- 


dened heroes, were horrified to see | 


men in such a plight. 

“It is not doubted that this suffer- | 
ing was intentionally imposed upon 
the British. Prisoners of other na- 
tionalities are agreed that the British 
were treated worse than the other 
prisoners at all German camp.” 

Treatment in Mines. 
A further report of Sir Robert

gives details of brutal treatment by 
the Germans. This report says: 
“From testimony scarcely a month 
old, it is evident that there is no sign 
of improvement whatever in the 


treatment of prisoners in Germany.

Just as impressively as she once 
goose-stepped across Europe at the 


pinnacle of her might, Germany 
groveled in the sunny mist of the 
North Sea this morning, when, cring- 
ing like a dog with tail. down, she 
came with her high seas fleet and 
surrendered her future on the water. 

With amazed contempt, the per- 
sonnel of the British grand fleet 
looked on at the German sailors, 
men whom they could not even “‘kick 
into a fight,’’ men they had watched 
as a cat watches a mouse for four 
years, and whom now they were 
compelled to meet, not in the glori- 
ous uncertainty of battle but by ap- 
pointment. 

“I always thought they would 
come out, but not like this, on a 
piece of string,’ said Admiral Sir 
David Beatty, Commander in Chief 
of the Grand Fleet, on his flagship, 
as we toasted the occasion at lunch- 
eon. 

While sailing along beside the Ger- 
mans, we wondered what must be 
their mentality on this extraordinary 
day when, for instance, British battle 
cruisers solemnly escorted into har- 
bor a German ship they had pounded 
off Jutland, and when an American 
battleship kept level with the baby- 
killers which had once bombarfed 
English open towns. 

“Driven to It,” German Admiral Says 

“You understand we are driven to 
this,” said the German Admiral 
Mourer to Admiral Beatty. “There 
is no child life left in Germany. All 
are dying of hunger. We ask you to 
accept the full crews instead of only 
half the personnel. We cannot feed 
them, and we dread more trouble.”’ 

Beatty refused this request, where- 
upon the German commander pro- 
duced a document for Beatty to sign, 
stipulating that the German crews 
would not be ill-treated. 

“Tell them they are coming to En- 
gland; that will be enough,” Beatty 
replied, tearing up the document. 

Then followed the bloodless Traf- 
algar, in which the British Grand 
Fleet of 47 battleships and battle 
cruisers, 35 cruisers and light cruis- 
ers, and 150 destroyers, with a total 
of 80,000 personnel, covering a 
stretch of water 40 miles long and 
six wide, received the submission of 
13 German battleships and battle 
cruisers, six light cruisers and 49 de- 
stroyers, manned by 14,000 officers 
and men, under Admiral Mourer. 


Crept Meekly Into Custody. 
With 500 allied guns ready to open 


the Germans crept meekly into cus- 
tody, out of the mist, at 9:30 o’clock, 
30 miles east of May Island, and 
were convoyed back to the Firth of 
Forth, between two wonderful lines 
of the Grand Fleet. 

While the wonderful German cor- 
tege had been wending its way across 
the North Sea, guided clear of our 
mine fields by British wireless and 
sometimes hesitating at places where 
they themselves had strewn mines 
which had long since been swept up 
by our ships, we on the Texas were 
fox-trotting to jazz music in the 
wardroom, with pretty English 
women as partners. So dawned 
‘Der Tag.” 

At midnight Admiral Beatty had 
signaled that while courtesy toward 
the enemy was obligatory, the meth- 
ods by which the Germans had 
waged war ghould not be forgotten, 
that no international compliments 
be paid, and there should be no con- 
versation with the Germans. 

For another three hours the fleet 
of ships rode at anchor off Roy- 
syth. The night twinkled with inno- 
cent signaling. The first ship moved 
at 2:40, and for the ensuing four 
hours there was a steady procession, 
headed for the open sea, to keep the 
rendezvous with the Germans. 

“Decks Cleared for Action.” 

At 6 o’clock the Queen Elizabeth, 
‘the Admiral’s ship, weighed anchor. 
Throughout the historic morning the 
Admiral kept firm, wireless control 
of his armada. Every precaution 
was taken against treachery. A nay- 
al commission had been sent on be- 
half of the allies to Kiel, to see that 


all the German vessels were deplet-: 


ed of ammunition. Patrol boats all 
the way across the North Sea wire- 
lessed the latest intelligence jof the 
last pilgrimage of the crestfallen 
enemy. 

Daybreak brought an inky mist 
and choppy sea—ideal conditions for 
U-boats. The thing most feared was 
an exhibition of heroics by the of- 
ficers who manned the German sub- 
marines. Additional nervousness 
was caused by the knowledge that 70 
enemy submarines were officially 
missing, though these were said by 
the enemy to have been sunk by us 
without our knowing it. The Brit- 
ish fleet carried mine cutters. All 
uns were fully manned, ammunition 
was ready and the decks were cleared 
for action as we approached the en- 
emy, who had been ordered to keep 
his guns in a secured position, trained 
fore and aft. 

A screen of destroyers, followed 
by the pilot cruiser Cardiff, towing 
a kite balloon 300 feet high, heralded 
the approach of the Germans. The 
Cardiff had ordered the enemy to 
follow at a speed of 12 knots, but 
she could make only 10. 

At a signal from Admiral Beatty 
the grand fleet, which had been 
heading for the enemy in single line, 
veered into two lines, with the Ger- 
mans between them. The balloon, 
towed by the Cardiff, looked directly 
down on the deck of the Seydlitz, 
which led the German procession, 
with a German battle cruiser next, 
and then battleships, cruisers and, 
finally, destroyers. 

New York Led U. S. Squadron. 

The Amé@rican squadron was led 
by the flagship New York, Rear Ad- 
miral Rodman in command, with the 
Texas, Arkansas, Wyoming and 
Florida in line. They all had their 
battle colors flying when sighted dur- 
ing the night, 20 miles east of May 
Island. 

“German high sea fleet to star- 
board,” a boyish seaman sang out. 
“Right, sonny,” answered Capt. Blue. 
“Keep right on in the direction of 
the leading German battle cruiser.”’ 

It fell to our lot to escort the Bay- 
ern and three battleships of the 
Koenig class. Throughout the voy- 
age the Germans kept in splendid 
formations and behaved themselves 
well. Several times they wirelessed 
navigation queries in English, get- 
ting their answers from Beatty’s flag- 
ship. 

Only occasional figures were to be 
discerned here and there on the 
decks of the German ships, which 
flew the imperial ensign. No cere- 
monial courtesies of any kind were 
paid. Presently an airplane and a 
huge dirigible began to maneuver 
above the doomed fleet. 

The American ships varied their 
speed at from 10 to 20 knots, 
crews standing at general quarters 
throughout. Officers observed in- 
tently the technicalities of the Ger- 
man fleet, which were now disclosed 
for the first time. 

Skillful Camonflage Shown. 

“They are much harder to make 
out than we had supposed they would 
be,” one officer said. “See how low 
they are in the water. In building 
the foremast larger than the main- 
mast they have practiced very skill- 
ful camouflage. When seen from a 
distance a ship so rigged seems to 
be going away, when it is approach- 
ing.’”’ 

Youthful American sailors in polar 
caps and overalls indulged in skip- 
ping and ragtime songs on the decks, 
while they looked over the German 
fleet. 

“It is darned yellow for them to 
come out like this, without giving us 
a chance for a scrap,” said one. 

‘No, that is wrong,” an officer re- 
plied. “This scene is complete, for 
it is the most signal naval victory in 
history. I had rather take all the 
boys home to their mothers and 
sweethearts than to leave any of 
them on the bottom of the North 
Sea.” 

At 1 o’clock Beatty anchored the 
flagship and critically reviewed the 
Germans as they passed. The re- 
mainder of the grand fleet proceeded 
to anchorage an howr later, when 
the German ships were boarded by 
inspectors and interpreters. There 
were no sirens, cheering or music 
throughout the proceedings, which 
were more like a funeral. So end- 
ed “Der Tag.”

McAdoo’s resignation, which he 
announced himself at a conference 


yesterday, was entirely unexpected in 
Washington. After the announce- 
ment he made public his letter of 
. resignation to the President, bearing 
’ the date of Nov. 14, and the latter's 
letter of acceptance. 
Health Unimpaired, but Needs Rest. 

Saying he had refused to consider 
resigning while the country was at 
War, McAdoo wrote the President 
\that “inadequae compensation al- 
lowed by law to Cabinet officers and 

f the very burdensome cost of living in 
_ Washington have so depleted my 
personal resources that I am obliged 
to reckon with the facts of the situ- 
ation.” While emphasizing that he 
had not suffered any actual impair- 
ment in health, he said he needs “a 
reasonable period of genuine rest to 
| Teplenish” his energy. 

Neither in his letter to the Presi- 
dent nor in his statement to news- 
paper correspondents announcing his 
resignation did McAdoo outline his 
Plans for the future, but it is under-

By the resignation, President Wil-

Dear Mr. President: 

Now that an armistice has beer 
signed and peace is assured, I fee] 
at liberty to advise you of my de- 
sire to return, as soon as possible, 
to private life. 

I have been conscious for some 
time “Of the necessity of this step, 
but, of course, I could not con- 
sider it while the country was at 
war. 

For almost six years I have 
worked incessantly under the 
pressure of great responsibilities. 
Their exactions have drawn heav- 
ily on my strength. The inade- 
quate compensation allowed by 
law to Cabinet officers (as you 
know I received no compensation 
as Director-General of Railroads) 
and the very burdensome cost of 
living in Washington have so de- 
pleted my personal resources that 
I am obliged to reckon with the 
facts of the situation. 

I do not wish to convey the im- 
pression that there is any actual 
impairment of my health, because 
such is not the fact. As a result 
of long overwork I need a reason- 
able period of genuine rest to re- 
plenish my energy. But more 
than this, I must, for the sake of 
my family, get back to private 
life, to retrieve my personal for- 
tune. 

I cannot secure the required rest 
nor the opportunity to look after 
my long-neglected private affairs 
unless I am relieved of my present 
responsibilities. 

I am anxious to have my retire- 
ment effected with the least possi- 
ble inconvenience to yourself and 
to the public service, but it would 
I think, be wise to accept my resig- 
nation now as Secretary of the 
Treasury to become effective upon 
the appointment and qualification 
of my successor so that he may 
have the opportunity and advant- 
age of participating promptly in 
the formulation of the policies that 
should govern the future work of 
the Treasury. I would suggest that 
my resignation as Director-Gener- 
al of Railroads become effective 
Jan. 1, 1919, or upon the appoint- 
ment of my successor. 

I hope you will understand, my 
dear Mr. President, that I will per- 
mit nothing but the most imper- 
ious demands to force my with- 
drawal from public life. Always I 
shall cherish as the greatest honor 
of my career the opportunity you 
have so generously given me to

McAdoo’s Letter of Resignation 
and the President’s Acceptance 


ELOW are the letters of Mr. McAdoo and of President Wilson 
which were made public in connection with McAdoo's resigna-

The President’s letter of accept- 
ance, dated Nov. 21, follows: 

My Dear Mr. Secretary: 

I was not unprepared for your 
letter of the 14th, because you had 
more than once, of course, dis- 
cussed with me the circumstances 
which have long made ita serious 
personal sacrifice for you to re- 
main in office. I knew that only 
your high and exacting sense of 
duty had kept you here until] the 
immediate tasks of the war should 
be over. But I am none the less 
distressed. I shali not allow our 
intimate personal relations to de- 
prive me of the pleasure of saying 
that, in my judgment, the country 
has never had an abler, a more re- 
sourceful and yet prudent, a more 
uniformly efficient Secretary of 
the Treasury, and I say this re- 
membering all the able, devoted 
and distinguished men who pre: 
ceded you. 

I have kept your letter a num- 
ber of days, in order to suggest, 
if I could, some other solution of 
your difficulty than the one you 
now feel obliged to resort to. But 
I have not been able to think of 
any. I cannot ask you to make 
further sacrifices, serious as the 
loss of the Government will be in 
your retirement. I accept your 
resignation, therefore, to take ef- 
fect on the appointment of a suc- 
cessor, because in justice to you I 
must. 

I also, for the same reason, ac- 
cept your resignation as Director- 
General of Railroads, to take ef- 
fect, as you suggest, on the first of 
January next or when your suc- 
cessor is appointed. The whole 
world admires, I am sure, as I do, 
the skill and executive capacity 
with which you handled the great 
and complex problem of the uni- 
fied administration of the railways 
under the stress of war uses, and 
will regret, as I do, to see you 
leave that post just as the crest of 
its difficulty is passed. 

For the distinguished, disinter- 
ested and altogether admirable 
service you have rendered the 
country in both posts, and espe- 
cially for the way in which you 
have guided the Treasury through 
all the perplexities and problems o! 
transitional financial conditions 
and of the financing of a war 
which has been without precedent 
alike in kind and in scope, I thank 
you with a sense of gratitude that 
comes from the very bottom of 
my heart.

FRENCH WOMEN CALL 
WAR TERMS JUSTIFIED 


National Council Refuses to Re- 
spond to Plea by German 
Women.

PARIS, Nov. 23.—The National 
Council of French Women has de- 
clined to intercede with the French 
Government to mitigate the terms of 
the German armistice. 

In reply to a message published in 
the press from German women to 
Mme. Jules Sigfried, president of the 
council, the council yesterday un- 
animously adopted this resolution: 

“No, we will not intercede with | 
our Government to mitigate the con- | 
ditions of the armistice which are} 
only too justified by the manner in} 
which Germany has waged war. 

“In the course of these tragic! 
yeras German women, believing vic- | 
tory was certain, remained silent at 
the crimes of their Government, 
their army and their navy. 

“At the congress of The Hague, 
to which we refused to go, the presi- | 
dent of the National Council of Ger-| 
man Women was invited to protest | 
against the violation of Belgium and | 
against their torpedoing of the Lusi- 
tania. She wrote in reply: 

*“*We are at one with our people. 
The men who took the responsibility

Legal Experts Believe There | 
Doubt as to Validity 
of Dry Law. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 


reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.-—-The 


new “dry” law approved by Presi- 
dent Wilson will be tested in the 
courts as to its constitutionality at 
the earliest opportunity. 


No definite plans have been made 
for the tests. experts for the 
distilling interests have already made 
careful examination of the wording 
of the law and believe there is much 
doubt as to its validity, especially as 
to the power of Congress to continue 
its policing of the states after the 
state of war is ended and until de- 
mobilization is completed. 

Wording of the Law. 

Congress provided that prohibition 
should be in effect not only “until 
the conclusion of the present war, 
but thereafter until the termination 
of demobilization, the date of which 
shall be determined and proclaimed 
by the President of the United 
States.” 

This, it was pointed out today, puts 
Congress in the attitude of exercis- 
ing the war power in peace times. 
The question the courts will be asked 
to determifie is: Whether or not the 
authority’ ef Congress is broad 
enough for it to pass and enforce 
this kind of an act as a war measure 
to be extended during peace on ac- 
count of the situation that arose in 
war time. 

Operative May 1 Next. 

No test can very well be made un- 
til the law goes into operation. May 
1, 1919, is the date when prohibition 
begins against the use of grains, ce- 
reals, fruit or other food products 
in making beers,. wines, etc. On the 
first of next Decembeg, however, 
prohibition of these products begins 
under a legislative order outhorized 
by the Food Control act, and this 
may be in effect the first of next 
May. If such is the case the new law 
cannot be tested until after June 39, 
1919, when prohibition against sale 
of distilled spirits become effective. 

The test could be brought over dis- 
tilled liquor in bond, A sample of 
the case might arise would be the 
effort of a distiller to withdraw 
liquors from bond by offering the 
Collector, of Internal Revenue money 
in payment of taxes. Should the col- 
lector refuse to accept the money or 
accept it and refuse to let the spirits 
go out, either course would afford an 
opportunity for a mandamus or iIn- 
junction proceeding to restrain the 
collector from refusing to let the dis- 
tilled spirits be withdrawn. 


CUNARD LINE LOST HALF OF 
WTS TONNAGE IN THE WAR 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Fifteen 
steamships aggregating 206,769 gross 
tons were lost by the Cunard Line 
durimg the period of the war, it was 
learned here today. Of these all ex- 
cept two were classed as war losses, 
having been sunk by torpedoes or 
mines. The Campania and the As- 
cania were lost through accidents. 
The tonnage sunk represents approx- 
imately one-half of that possessed by 
the line at the outbreak of the war in 
1914. Nearly all of the Cunard liners 
were well known Atlantic grey- 
hounds, the largest of which’ was the 
Lusitania, torpedoed May 7, 1915. 

The Anchor Line, a subsidfary of 
the company, also lost heavily, eight 
ships, including the 14,340-ton Tus- 
cania, falling victims to the German 
sea depredations, the total tonnage

Georgia Tech on Scene. 

Up from the southland they came 
yesterday, that band of yellow 
jackets whom John F. Heisman has 
coached into national prominence.

Gross Railroad Carelessness. 

Toe the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Last Sunday the Frisco discontinued 
the-only two Sunday suburban trains re- 
maining, one running west as far as Pa- 
cifle in the morning and one in the eve- 
ning from Pacific to St. Louis. When 
the crowd at Deicke began gathering at 
5 o’clock to catch the only remaining 
train home they heard the cheerful news 
that this train was five hours late, which 
meant 10 p. m. Gathering again at this 
time the news greeted them the train 
might arrive at 12 or 1 o'clock. At 12 
o’elock they tried it again and said train 
was to arrive at 2 a. m.—or some time. 
We were finally picked up and taken 
home by the “Pacific Plug’ at 6:12 Mon- 
day morning, a wait of over 13 hours. 

Now, Mr. Editor, these people and 
other people scattered’ all along from 
Pacific to Valley Park, a distance of 16 
miles, were forced to stand in the cold 
and rain or sit around in cold clubhouses 
all night long, most of them without any- 
thing to eat, waiting for this train. Sev- 
eral hundred men, women and children 
were forced to do this. 

The railroad company knew of this 
wreck (for that is what delayed the 
train) Sunday morning, and they

WHY THE CABLE SEIZURE? 

Why has the Government seized the telegraph cables 
under its so-called war powers at a time when the 
“state of war” proclaimed on April 6, 1917, had only 
a constructive or theoretical existence? 

Under an order made some days previously, the land 
telegraph wires were taken under Government control 
on Aug. 1. This was an act whose necessity and legal- 
ity were justified by the conditions prevailing at the 


time and by the principle of enlarged governmental pow- 


ers to meet the demands of war. 


The war was then at its height. Predictions that any 


end of the fighting would come before 1919 were dispar- 
aged as harmfully optimistic. But the cable lines were 
not taken over until more than’ three months later, or 
in November. 

Of less obvious impropriety, possibly, but still highly 
censurable, was the ukase, issued stil} later, consoll- 
dating the Postal with the Western Union lines. The 
railroads were unified to enable them to meet the in- 
creased demands of war. In what legal and other light 
would it have been made to appear, if railroad unifica- 


tion, like telegraph unification, had been delayed until |

NAPOLEON AND HOHENZOLLERN. 
From the Kansas City Star. 

HEN Napoleon was finally beaten 

in 1814 and Paris captured, France 
turned against the Emperor. There was 
no alternative to abdication. A week 
later he signed a personal treaty with 
representatives of the allied nations, 
whereby he was granted the sovereignty 
of the little island of Elba, off the coast of 
Tuscany, with an income of $400,000, and 
a personal guard of a thousand veterans. 

What followed is of interest today, be- 
cause of the similar problem of the Ho- 
henzollern. Napoleon left Paris April 
20, 1814. All summer the army was de- 
' mobilizing and by winter the soldiers had 
| reached home, restless, without money, 
'and with little chance to get work. The 
population of France was generally con- 
tented, but this active, discontented mi- 
nority offered an opportunity to the 
exile. 

With his few followers he returned to 
France, March 1, 1815. His appeal to 
soldiers and ex-soldiers was successful, 
and three weeks later he entered the cap- 
|ital from which his successor had fled. To 
|the nation he proclaimed himself a lib- 
eral and offered himself as the leader of 
liberalism. But Europe had no confidence 
in his protestations. When he was de- 
feated af Waterloo in June he did not 
have enough support from France to en- 
able him to continue. He gave himself up 
to Capt. Maitland of the British cruiser 
Bellerophon and was sent by the allies 
to St. Heléna, where there was no possi- 
bility of his return.

THE REVIVAL OF SPARTACUS.

PECIAL interest attaches to the 

“Spartacus” party in Germany, be- 
cause Spartacus had already been adopt- 
ed as a popular hero in Russia, and his 
statue was the first in the long list of ef- 
figies of revolutionary leaders ordered by 
the Lenine Government for the decoration 
of the capital. In this country the name 
of Spartacus may not be as familiar as 
in the days when schoolboys declaimed, 
‘"Ye call me chief, and ye do well to call 
him chief, who” .

OUR OWN PEACE REVIEW. 

NE might suppose that now the 
O war is over our two-story thinkers 

could turn to some light diversion 
like the movies. We regret to report 
that this is not the case. It is quite 
true that the war is over, but it is not 
yet settled that we have gained any- 
thing or that the great sacrifices made 
by civilization have not been in vain. 
Those things depend upon the deliber- 
ations of those who are to meet at 
Versailles. It is not thinkable that we 
are not to have great gains to civiliza- 
tion as a result of so great an up- 
heaval as the war has been; and pos- 
sibly no one believes that this is not 
to be the case. However, there is a 
great measuring of heads everywhere 
for the event, and more mental Wool- 
worths will proceed to that common 
center than have ever been gathered in 
one place. We need at this time think- 
ing of a sort that habitually associates 
itself with those altitudes at which one 
can see for from 500 to a thousand 
years ahead, and the more of it we get 
the more certain the permanence of 
good from the war. 


Socrates, who has an air-cooled head, 
says that most of the things being 
said at this time on the subject of 
peace are no more than groundwork, 
That is, there is no great importance to 
be attached to it; and it will become 
us to reserve judgment until something 
comes out of that profound quiet over- 
head. Socrates is not usually cryptic, 
but we take this to mean that while 
we have a good deal said on the sub- 
ject by Senator Sherman and Senator 
Watson, we hear nothing for the time 
being from those high towers of 
thought whose intelligence shall at the 
last be our dependence. Mr. Antwine 
says he has his eye steadfastly upon 
those political aces whose motors make 
no more than a bee’s hum upon the 
first two or three layers of autumn air, 
and that he is not a bit disconcerted at 
this time by either the animadversions 
of the United States Senate or the 
somewhat unmusical bawling 
calves. 


At any rate, what all our big wits 
and corrugated brows are agreed upon 
is that the war itself, so far as civili- 
zation is concerned, has been no more 
than preliminary to what is to come. 
We have a chantée—possibly the first 
chance the world has ever had—to get 
rid of war. War has been the bugaboo 
of humankind from the beginning of 
time. One civilization after another has 
arisen in the world, but war has been 
the undoing of all. War ruined the 
Greeks, whose civilization remains to- 
day no less than history’s fairest flower. 
War ruined Rome, which was about 
ready for the wireless and Theda Bara 
when the Goths and Vandals broke 
through. War did for the Persians, 
who had gotten as far as Omar Khay- 
yam. It made Egypt a rendezvous for 
archeologists, and Egypt had actu- 
ally reached prohibition. There is no 
great difference between the casualty 
lists coming in now and those in the 
Old Testament. That represents the 
progress we have made against war. 
Pericles, who took the Greeks out of 
their shoe-shining parlors and made 
them the marvels of history, did noth- 
ing about war and thus let one of the 
finest of the nations go back to its 
boots. Socrates, who could see around 
the world and look himself in back 
of the head, made nothing of . Tol- 


of 


stoy, who had most of the attributes of 
Moses, still could not lead us out of 
that bloody wilderness into the pleas- 
ant land of peace. 

Yet here we are, apparently facing 
an opportunity to do what the world 
has never been able to do—get rid of 

war. Senator Reed says it can’t be 
done. More moles burrowing blindly 
underfoot will say the same thing. It 
can be done. Faith that it can be done 
uplifts the souls of men today as they 
have never been uplifted before. Very 
little was said about it when our two- 
story thinkers held their weekly confer- 
ence on the editorial page yesterday. 
They merely looked over some of the 
groundwork, and then Socrates read 
Just a Minute’s celebrated poem, “It 
Can't Be Done:” 


How did the world get started, son? 
Why, someone said, “It can’t be done.” 


That settled it. The troglodyte 
Came out of darkness into light. 


“It can’t be done!” somebody said, 
And lo! the green flelds gave us bread. 


With that taunt ringing in his ears

Fifth phony. The soloist, Mme. 
Francesca Peralta, sang the Suicide 
aria from “La Gioconda,” the “Pace, 
pace, mio Dio,” from “La Forza del 
Destino,” and, as an encore—under 
a relaxation of last year’s ruic 
against added numbers which the 
audience appeared to relish highly— 
a lively Spanish song, ‘‘Perjura.” 

Under Director Zach's vigorous 
baton, the Berlioz overture danced 
with brilliance and vim through its 
dazzling progress. As on previous 
ovcasions, the Tschaikowsky sym- 


t phony received an oratory of ut- 


terance befitting its omnumental 
message. Once more the hearer was 
amazed by the unflagging vitality 
which blazes throughout this long 
work, its emotional intensity, its 
piercing and incessant beauty. The 
only pity was that the orchestra, 
which did its task gallantly, should 
be smaller in numbers this year than 
it has recently been.

tones to express sheer loveliness.

It has the range, vol- 
ume and vibrancy of the genuine 
dramatic soprano, but tts low regis- 
ter possesses the rich, clarinet-like 
timbre usually associated with the 
contralto voice. The explanation is 
that she began her career as a con- 
tralto, and built her voice up into a 
soprano. Her two arias were not only 
vocally admirable, but were informed 
with much feelmge and expressive- 
ness.

Ornstein’s Stimulating Art. 

Symphony audiences may look for- 
ward eagerly to the concert in which 
Ornstein will participate, for it is 
no exaggeration to say that his re- 
cital last night was the most absorb- 
ing, stimulating and exciting it has 
recently been the good fortune of 
the writer to attend. Looked at 
askance two years ago as either a 
spectacular poseur or a madman, 
this youth has borne down all oppo- 
sition by his thorough sincerity and 
undoubted genius. 

Beginning with a Prelude in ortho- 
dox style from his own early days 
as a composer, he proceeded to a 
performance of Beethoven's “Ap- 
passionata” sonata which confound- 
ed by its restraint, its poise, its clas- 
sic feeling, those who regarded Orn- 
stein as merely a bull in the musical 
china shop. Two chorales by Bach, 
rearranged by Busoni, proved mar- 
vels of contrapuntal dexterity. 

But his rare independence and 
freshness of view as an interpreter 
began in a Chopin group. These 
four numbers are all as hackneyed 
as any of Chopin's works can be; but 
here they were recoined and came 
forth fresh from the mint. In the 
Valse in C-sharp Minor, for instance, 
at times he brought forth conspicu- 
ously one of the inner voices of the 
harmony that is by others always 
submerged; after the first gasps of 
surprise, the hearers began to de- 
cide that they liked the innovation. 
Ornstein recalls that he played this 
same waltz at Christiana, first in the 
conventional way, and then in his 
own fashion.

Each Government 
must be allowed to tax its people, 
frame its tariff and carry on its 
financial system with primary re- 
gard to its own interests and the in- — 
terests of those for whom it is the — 
trustee, 

“It would be a very serious handi- 
cap to the adoption of a League of 
Nations if it were to be suppesed 
that by associating one’s country 
with a great international combina- 
tion one could be called upon in any 
way to surrender the complete 
of self-determination and independ- 
ent government. 

“You cannot have a League of Na- 
tions in any but an academic sense, . 
which means an ineffective sense, 
unless these entering are prepared to 


-recognize that in all countries par- 


ticipating the basis of government 
should be not autocracy but com- 
plete, unfettered freedom at home, 
“Next, they all should be prepared 
to combine the naval, military and 
economic forces against any member 
or group of members cherishing and 
trying te carry inte effect, aggressive 
war. ‘.

This is a disease for which there, 
ie absolutely no excuse; it is the dis- | 
case of all diseases which is abso- | 
lutely preventable. 

That proper inoculation will pre- | 
vent the disease is as certain as that 
the sun will rise in the morning and 
set in the evening. Persons who have 
been vaccinated sucressfully may, | 
after a iong time, con 2 | 
disease, but such cases invariably, 
occur anywhere from fifteen to forty 
years after vaccination, and almost) 
without exception are mild.

MR. ANTWINE’'S IMPRESSION. 
é< T looks to me as if the league of 
J nations ought not to be sucha dif- 
ficult matter,’ Mr. Antwine said. 
We have already a pretty fair 
league of something more than twenty 
nations, and even without any recruits 
for a little while it ought to be possible 
for us to keep peace in the world. It 
must not be forgotten that in addi- 
tion to our own resources we shall have 
all the ships, guns, munitions and sup- 
plies taken from the Central Powers. 
There isn't anybody much left in the 
world who has anything with which to 
oppose us, and there won't be.so long 
as our motives are good. 

“The federation we have at this 
time was made possible and lasted be- 
cause it had.in common a good motive. 
With anything less it would neither 
have been possible nor would it have 
lasted. That is in my opinion our cue 
for the future. The federation is not 
going to break up until we seek to use 
it for purposes other than those seeking 
the good of humankind. Germany 
will comein. So will Russia. No great 
country can stay out, nor can any 
country either great or small defy the 
rest of the world. As I see it, the world 
has, as a result of the war, become a 
community of nations which does not 
propose to have any more war. It is 
exactly the situation in any other com- 
munity which determines to have 
peace and organizes to secure it. We 
all want to be respectable, well- 
thought-of. traded with and held in 
esteem by the community in which we 
live and have our being—and so do the 
‘nations. They couldn't think of stay- 
ing out. 

“Naturally, this will 
the dreams of some of us: 
for individual drives for the sun and 
other objectives has passed. We shall 
all have to be considerate of the rights 
of others, and we shall all have to sac- 
rifice something. There are going to 
be howls that shal] probably be heard 
on Mars. but the thing is really not 
going to be any trick at all.

Statistics of Work Done. 

The annual report of the St. Louis | 
chapter shows that approximately |

366.729, nearly half the pop- | 
ulation of the city. 

About 33,000 St. Louis women are 
knitting. The knitting shop at Ninth 
and Olive streets has packed 
242,198 articles.

15,000 Women Work Regularly. 
| A sewing room was opened in 
April in the Kinloch Building, Tenth | 
and Locust streets, with seven sec- 
‘tions and 100 women. Now there) 
| are 21 sections with a daily attend- | 
| ance between 350 and 500 women. 
| About 15,000 women have regular 
sewing days at the workroom, repre- 
senting 60 dofferent churches, 66 
clubs and seven patriotic organiza- 
tions. The sewing shops have 
shipped 326,809 articles and recent- 
iy repaired 14,000 soldiers” over- 
coats. 

The canteen at Union Station has 
served 210,000 soldiers since it was 
opened in July. There are 160 can- 
teen workers working in five shifts 
and covering the full 24 hours. 

The purchasing department re- 
ported thta in the last year it had 
purchased 175 different kinds of ar- 
ticles and 5,000,000 yards of mate- 
rials. The workshops used during 
the year 60,130 pounds of cotton, 
50,496 spools of thread, 479,088 but- 
tons and 107,-136 buckles. 

In addition, the chapter shipped 
179 cases of clothing to Felgian and 
French refugees. In all, 76,832 
pounds of clothing have been col- 
lected and sent abroad. 

Work of Home Section. 

Immediately after the entry of the 
United States to the war, a home 
secvice section was organized to aid 
the families of soldiers. During the 
first six months, 100 families ap- 
plied for help. From  VFebruray, 
1918, to date, 7962 families have 
been carvd for. More than 17,000 
persons have visited the office of 
this department and the 50 workers 
have made 10,500 calls on families. 

Vine Women's Volunteer Motor 
Corps now’ has 133 women, who 
handled 716 cases of influenza dur- 
ing the recent emergency. i 

Nurses During Epidemic. 

The Red Cross also has supplied 
473 nurses during the influenza 
emergency, 103 of whom served at 
Jefferson Barracks, eight at Scott 
Field, 28 at Barnes Hospital and 34 
at the city hospital. Sixty-eight 
nurses were furnished the city and 
189 were sent to private cases. 

The Committe on Nursing has con- 
ducted three schoola which have is- 
sued certificates of graduation to 
1088 in elementary hygiene, 426 for 
first aid, 157 for dietetics and 166 
nurses’ aids. Of the membership of 
366,729, 121,669 are Junior Red 
Cross members among school chil- 
dren in 394 auxiliaries, who have 
made 184,202 surgical dressings, 13,- 
695 knitted icles, 1559 refugee 
garments and turned in $42,657.51 to 
the Red Cross treasury.

NATIONAL WAR MUSEUM 
ALREADY TAKING FORM 


Smithsonian Institution Is Estab- 
lishing Collection of Relics in 
Arts Building 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The 
Netional Museum is assembling 
and has recently begun the installa- 
tion of a collection: of material re- 
lating to.the present war which will | 
form one of the most-important ever | 
shown in.the museum. The object of 
the -collection.is to preserve and ex-) 
hibit for the benefit of the public a 
series of objects graphically illustrat- | 
ing the military and naval activities 
of all of the countries engaged in the 
war—the United States, its allies, 
and the enemy—and will, in addition | 
to the military and naval features, ' 
include goods and other economic} 
specimens. . 

The immense value of such a mu- 
seum collection when once assem- 
bled cannot be overestimated either | 
from the popular or scientific point | 
of view. It will not only form a fit- | 
ting and serviceable supplement to, 
the written and printed records re-| 
lating to the history 6f the war, but: 
it will also constitute a most notable , 
memorial to the forces represented : 
by the individuals who have contrib- 
uted to the preservation of civiliza- 
tion and democracy. 

The collection will consist princi- 
pally of the following general! classes 
of material, but will be expanded to 
cover others also: ? 

Military and naval decorations and 
medals, including types of military | 
decorations, ‘medals and badges! 
awarded to officers and enlisted men | 
of the army and navy for service, 
prior to and during the progress of 
the conflict. 

Commemorative medals, including | 
all medals commemorating notable 
events during the ‘progress of the 
war, and other numistmatic material 
issued during the war, including 
medallic souvenirs of all kinds. 

Insignia and Equipment. 

Military and naval service insignia, 
including all types of devices and de- 
signs showing the different ranks and 
branches of the service. 

-Individual military and naval! 
equipment, including the equipment 
of the individual. enlisted man of the 
various branches of the service, such 
as clothing, arms and other para- 
phernalia. , 

General military equipment, in- 
cluding tank, field and machine guns, 
and other objects employed or used | 
by the military squads and organi- | 
zations rather than by individual sol- 
diers. 

Air service equipment, . including 
airplanes and other accessories of 
this most important branch of the 
military war activities. 

General naval equipment, includ- 
ing models of ships, naval guns and 
types of other war paraphernalia em- 
ployed by the navy in the prosecu- 
tion of hostilities. 

Mementos of persons, including 
relice of noted individuals serving | 
with the army or the navy or other- 
wise identified with the war activi- 
ties. 

Mementos of events, including rel- 
ics of events of special note occur- 
ring the war. 

Pictures, maps, books, pamphlets, 
manuscripts and other objects of the 
same character relating to the prog- 
ress of the war. 


Other Departments Aid. 

The material noted parallels close- 
ly in character that which is now 
being assembled by the British Im- 
perial War Museum, which has been | 
recently established to preserve mu- | 
seum material relating to the present 
war. The initial installation of the 
National Museum’s war collection 
has been made in the Arts and Indus- 
tries Building of the Museum amid 
dignified and appropriate surround- 
ings, with an adequate allowance of 
space and in suitable cases. 

The Museum. has secured the cor- 
dial. co-operation. of the-War and 
Navy. Departments, which. are fur- 
nishing most interesting exhibits of | 
equipment and. paraphernalia at' 
present used in the army and navy. : 
The War Department further has un- 
dertaken to assist the Museum in se- 
curing material from abroad relating 
to the enemy countries. _— 

The material already on exhibi- 
tion, indicating the lines along which 
the. collection willbe developed, in- 
cludes the. following:

Freed Britons itcaching Lines Said 
to Be in Sad Plight. 
By the Associated Press., 

LONDON, Nov. 23.—Pitiable con- 
ditions among British prisoners of 
war who have been liberated by the 
Germans since the Signing of the 
armistice are described by Reuter's 
correspondent at French headquar- 
ters. Thousands of these men, most- 
ly British, are entering France daily. 
The correspondent writes: 

“I have ever seen human beings 
in such a state of raggedess, hunger 
and misery. When the camp at I‘ur- 
bach, 38 miles east of Metz, as well 
as those elsewhere, was broken up, 
the prisoners, most of whom were 
captured during the March offensive, 
were told to clear out and seek help 
from their allies. 

“They started to walk the fifty or 
sixty miles to the allted lines, but 
were given neither food nor money. 
They were in shameful rags, the 
soles dropping off their boots. Some 
wore clogs and no socks. 

“They left the prison camps in 
droves of huncreds in charge of Ger- 
man officers and soldiers who had 
deserted. The weather was very col 
and many died by the roadside with- 
in a few miles from friends. Whe 
the survivors entered the French 
ltnes, French soldiers, who were har- 
dened heroes, were horrified to see 
men in such a plight. 

“It is not doubted that this suffer- 
ing was intentionally imposed upon 
the British. Prisoners of other na- 
tionalities are agreed that the British 
were treated worse than the other 
prtsoners at all German camp.” 

Treatment in Mines.
